Foet  St.  David  Report  of  the  Condition  thereof  by  a  Survey  taken  March  the 
lBt.  1745/6. 

Rampeets  of  the  West  Curtain  Slopes  outwardly  too  much,  which  will  oecation 
the  Shot  to  Pass  above  the  intended  mark,  by  the  Reverting  of  the  Guns  Especially 
when  by  often  Fireing  they  become  Warm  &  Recoil  much,  which  is  a  General  known 
Property  attending  all  Cannon  in  time  of  Action. 

Paeapets  are  all  in  General  too  Slender  &  thin,   Especially  the  East  &  South 
Sides,  but  may  be  good  &  Serviceable  by  a  Wall  Raised  within  side  to  make  them  a 
least  Six  foot  thick  the  Interstices  between  the  Wall  to  be  filled  w  h.   Earth,  and  the 
Talus  of  the  Top  of  the  Merlons  made  to  glope  to  the   Outer  Wall  of  the   Ditch  &  a 
new  Banquet  made. 

Embeasuees  The  Slope  of  the  sides  being  made  nearly  Equal,  bouth  without 
and  within  &  there  being  Cut  too  deph  for  the  Carriages  Exposes  the  Men  to  much 
to  the  Enemys  Shot,  therefore  if  the  Parapet  is  Doubled  the  outward  Slope  soud  be 
Continued  Inwardly  to  within  One  foot  of  the  Parapet.     Their  Depth  is  likewise . 
great  Weakening  to  the  Merlons. 

Those  Faces  on  which  the  Guns  are  at  less  than  Twelve  feet  distance  from  each 
other,  as  on  the  South  East  Bastion  the  Embrassures  should  be  altered  &  less  Guns 
Placed  thereon,  So  as  the  Merlons  may  be  Extended  to  the  Distance  before- 
mentioned.

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If  the  Parapets  is  Encreased  to  six  feet  thick,  There  is  no  fllank  of  any  of  them 
that  will  admit  of  more  than  one  Gun  which  will  be  a  great  AVeakening  in  case  of  a 
Seige,  Especially  if  the  Enemy  raises  their  Batteries  against  the  Face  of  any  Bastion 
on  the  Satient  Angle  thereof  (the  Method  of  attacking  mostly  m  Use)  for  then  [there] 
will  be  but  two  Guns  from  the  Flanks  of  the  adjacent  Bastions  which  will  bear  on 
them,  &  which  they  will  soon  Endeavour  to  Dismount. 

Curtains  By  Increaseing  the  Parapets,  the  North  &  West  Bainperts  will  not 
Admit  of  more  than  Eight,  &  y*.  South  and  West  of  more  than  Twelve  feet  for  those 
Guns  now  mounted  on  then  to  revert  on,  without  running  on  the  Tops  of  the  Godowns, 
&  if  the  same  or  any  larger  Guns  shoud  be  Mounted  in  Peild  Carriages  there  will  not 
be  so  much  Boom  for  Beverting  by  so  much  as  they  will  Exceed  the  Ship  Carriages, 
the  Guns  are  now  Mounted  on  in  length. 

Guns  In  General  are  too  small  but  Especially  on  the  Bastions  bouth  in  Pace  & 
Plank,  which  will  admit  of  Twenty  four  Pounders,  those  on  the  Curtains  may  be 
l.ss,  Especially  as  the  Bamperts  are  narrow. 

Carriages  Considering  the  Condition  of  the  Port,  Ship  Carriages  will  be  much 
more  convenient  than  Field  ones.

Poss  Bray  The  Foundation  of  the  Whole  appears  to  be  very  bad  but  more 
Especially  on  the  West  Curtain. 

The  narrowness  of  the  Eastern  Curtain  will  to  much  Expose  the  Men  to  the 
Bubbish  of  the  Bampert  &  Parapet  above  them,  If  the  Enemy  shoud  Attempt  to 
Batter  that  Part. 

Were  the  Foundation  to  be  trusted,  the  Bastions  are  Capable  of  admitting  Large 
Guns  to  be  Mounted  threon  which  woud  add  much  to  the  Strength  of  the  Fort, 
Especially  as  there  are  no  out  Works  As  the  Curtain  is  not  Continued  on  the  South 
Side,  the  South  East  &  South  West  Bastions  of  the  Fort,  but  woud  be  of  much  more 
Service  if  the  Stables  &  Storehouses  were  cleared  away  &  the  Two  Bastions  Joyned 
by  a  Proper  Curtain. 

Ditch  I»  too  Narrow  at  least  by  one  half  thereof. 

Caserns  Are  Entirely  Wanting  for  the  Security  of  the  Garrison  &  ought  to  be 
Bomb  Proof  may  be  made  on  each  side  the  Gate  on  the  Inside  of  the  South  Curtain, 
Proportioned  to  Contain  at  least  all  the  Men  who  are  off  of  Duty.

We  have  no  news  yet  of  the  Pelham.

Instant,  &  it  was  wth.  the  Utmost  Pleasure  we  had  the  News  of 
the  Arrival  of  our  Honourable  wth.  you  of  which  the  following  have  since  Imported 
here  Viz  Scarborough,  Royal  George  &  Kent  We  are  Sorry  we  cannot  give  vour 
Honr  &ca.  any  advices  of  the  Princess  Mary,  but  hope  with  you  she  &  the  London 
may  have  called  in  at  Batavia. 

We  esteem  ourselves  obliged  for  the  Supply s  by  the  above  Ships,  those  q^> 
Scarborough  &   Kent  on  Surveying  were  found  to  come  out  short  Viz*,  by  the  former 
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5  Rupees  &  the  latter  1  Rupee  which  the  Captains  have  made  good  here.     That  by 
the  Royal  Greorge  came  out  Right. 

It  is  a  Pleasure  to  us  to  find  your  Honr.  &ca.  have  aided  this  Presidency  by 
takeingout  all  the  Lead  ^  the  Kent  &  Admiral  Vernon,  and  We  observe  you  will 
Endeavour  to  dispose  of  the  Copper  by  the  Admiral  Vernon  &  Lincoln,  which  you 
belived  would  be  as  much  as  you  should  be  able  to  do  advantageously,  ¥e  can  only 
refer  your  Honr.  &ca.  to  your  former  sentiments  on  this  head,  &  dont  doubt  but  you 
will  assist  us  as  for  as  in  your  power  in  the  Disposal  of  this  Article,  which  is  at 
Present  is  likely  to  prove  so  heavy  on  our  hands,  from  the  Incursions  again  of  the 
Marrattoes  into  this  Province,  which  has  put  an  entier  Stop  to  Trade  all  through  the 
Country.

HONBLE  SlE  &  SlES 

Your  Honr.  &ca.  must  akeady  have  been  informed  that  Mr.  Curtis  Barnett 
Commodore  of  the  British  Squadron  now  in  India,  on  the  9  Instant,  was  guilty  of 
Attacking  a  Ship  that  Come  from  the  Malabar  coast.  Called  the  Pondichery,  belong- 
ing to  the  French  Company,  that  was  at  an  Anchor  in  this  Road,  Under  the  Protec- 
tion of  our  most  Gracious  King,  whereby  he  not  only  lost  all  Respect  Due  to  his 
Majestys  Port,  but  also  Broke  through  all  the  Rules  of  Neutrality  according  to  the 
Law  of  Nations,  &  without  Giveing  the  least  Notice  of  his  Intentions  on  shore  he 
sent  two  of  his  Prigates  very  near  in  shore  close  under  the  Port,  which  not  only 
Attacked  the  Prench  Protected  ship,  but  also  Fired  on  the  shore,  insomuch  that 
several  People  were  Killed  &  wounded  in  the  Fort  &  Town. 

By  a  Remonstrance  which  Mr.  Barnett  Sent  us  on  shore  he  wants  to  excuse 
himself  of  this  Fault  &  the  violence  Committed  &  throw  the  Blame  of  it  us  &  the 
French  Captain,  according  to  the  Report,  he  says  he  has  Received  from  his  Officers,  as 
will  be  seen  by  a  Copy  of  it  hereto  annent  [sic]  N°.  1  whether  this  Excuse  of  Mr.  Bar- 
nett's  of  any  Validity  Tour  Honr.  &ca.  may  judge  by  a  Prospect  we  sent  by  one 
of  his  Officers  in  the  Danish  Tongue  with  a  Translate  of  it  in  Dutch,  of  which  vou 
have  herewith  an  Original  of  the  same  Tenor  under  N°.  2  &  a  translate  under  N°.  3 
which  will  be  more  fully  proved  in  proper  Time  &  place,  by  a  Judicial  tastimony  of 
the  whole  transaction  in  Due  form  and  furthermore  it  is  evident,  from  Mr.  Barnetts 
Rash  &  Inconsiderate  proceeding  on  the  subsequent  Days  Viz1.  10.  11.  12.  13. 
Instant,  that  from  the  begining  he  had  no  intention  to  shew  the  Least  regard  to  his 
Majestys  Fort  &  Road  ;  for  the  Protected  Prench  Ship  being  already  on  Shore  on  the 
9  Ins*,  close  under  the  Fort,  &  nobody  on  board  Her  as  a  lost  Ship,  She  from  that 
Moment  became  the  Property  of  his  Danish  Majesty  as  a  Wreck  ;  notwithstanding, 
which  he  sent  his  People  on  board  the  next  Morning,  who  During  the  said  four  Days 
took  out  of  her,  her  Sails,  Cables,  Anchors,  Guns,  &  every  thing  he  thought  proper, 
but  her  masts,  &  the  small  Quantity  of  Ropes  that  were  left  on  board,  cutt  into  small 
Pieces,  &  Scuttled  the  Ship  in  several  Places.  It  will  be  a  very  Difficult  matter  for 
him  to  clear  himself  of  this  Rash  Proceeding  when  he  is  called  to  an  Account  for  it. 

We  judged  it  necessary  to  inform  your  Honr.  &ca-  (as  the  Supreme  Government 
of  the  Honourable  English  East  India  Company  on  the  Coast  of  Choromandel)  of 
these  Particulars,  on  the  behalf  of  our  most  Gracious  King  &  the  Royal  Danish  East 
India  Company,  &  we  Desire  this  Letter  with  the  Papers  annent  [sic]  N°.  1  &  2,  may 
be  transmitted  by  the  first  Conveyance  of  Shipping  to  the  Honourable  the  Court  of 
Directors  of  the  English  East  India  Company,  It  is  possible  that  the  Consequences  of 
this  Rash  Action  of  Mr.  Barnett 's  may  be  felt  by  the  said  Company  or  those  under 
their  Protection  in  India,  in  Case  the  Ships  of  either  should  be  Obliged  to  Seek  for 
Protection  under  his  Majestys  Flag. 

Tour  Honr.  &ca.  must  remember  in  the  Case  of  Mr.  Robert  Nbrtons  Brigantine 
which  was  taken  in  this  Road  by  the  French  in  the  month  of  March  of  the  Proceed- 
nig  Tear,  &  was  immediately  Restored  on  our  Reclaiming  her.  We  are  with  all 
manner  of  Esteem  &  Respect

All  that  happened  last  night  was  contrary  to  my  Intention  &  ought  to  be 
deemed  a  violence  committed  by  your  order.  I  sent  two  of  my  Frigates  to  observe 
the  Trench  Ship  one  was  ordered  to  Anchor  to  Eastward  and  the  other  to  Northward 
of  her,  but  the  Captains  were  Strickly  Cammanded  not  to  Tier  or  do  any  act  of 
Hostility  &  only  Direct'd  to  make  Signals  in  case  the  Trench  Ship  gott  under  Sail, 
I  give  you  my  "Woord  of  Honour,  that  those  were  my  orders  &  that  I  did  not  intend 
they  should  attack  the  French  Ship. 

Ob[s]erveing  some  Firing  toward  Eight  0  Clock  as  I  thought  from  the  Fort  I 
sent  an  officer,  with  my  orders  to  the  Captains  of  the  Frigates  to  move  further  off  & 
not  to  make  any  Return  to  the  Fire,  when  the  Officer  came  he  told  me  the  French 
Ship  fired  at  the  Lively  before  she  Anchor'd  &  that  soon  after,  you  began  to  fire  at 
Her  from  the  Fort  before  she  Fired  one  Shot.  This  I  thought  inconsistent  with  the 
Rules  of  Neutrality  on  your  Fart  as  well  as  that  of  the  French  Captain,  &  therefore 
sent  orders  to  the  captains  of  bouth  the  Frigates  to  destroy  the  French  Ship. 

It  appears  to  me  that  you  have  been  grosly  Partial  to  the  French  had  I  attack- 
ed her  under  your  Fort,  Tou  certainly  ought  to  have  given  her  all  the  Protection  in 
Tour  Power. 

But  you  as  well  as  the  French  began  the  Attack  &  are  therefore  answerable 
for  the  Consequences  &  if  you  Don't  immediately  order  every  thing  taken  out  of  that 
Ship  last  Night,  to  be  Delivered  to  my  officers  I  shall  be  under  a  necessity  of  Shew- 
ing my  Resentment  of  this  Your  Breach  of  all  Neutrality  &  Frendship.

As  this,  His  Majesty's  our  most  Gracious  Kings  Castle,  with  the  Town  &  Road 
thereto  belonging  which  is  open  to  you  all  &  to  every  body  of  his  Majestys  Allies  & 
Friends,  and  as  intirely  Neutral  ought  to  be  Respected,  On  the  last  Past  9th.  hujus 
(new  Stile :)  in  the  night  Time  by  two  Frigates  detacht  from  your  Escadre,  no  less 
openly  than  Willingly  has  been  in  an  Hostile  manner  attecked,  together  with  a  Ship 
laying  in  the  Road  at  an  Anchor,  belonging  to  the  French  Oriental  Company  and 
Under  his  Majestys  high  Protection,  without  the  least  Reason  given  neither  on  our 
Side  nor  on  the  Ships,  &  this  so  Violent  &  furiously,  that  Several  people  bouth  in 
the  castle  &  Town  have  suffered  thereby  on  their  lives  &  Limbs,  Nay  the  Protected 
Ship  has  been  so  ill  Used,  that  it's  Equipage  (crew)  as  many  as  were  still  alive  saw 
at  Last  no  other  means  than  to  lett  the  Ship  Run  on  Shore  &  Save  themselves  as  well 
as  they  Could,  Which  all  being  so  &  no  otherwise  we  can  &  shall  prove  by  many  & 
Undoubted  Witnesses  dareing  also  appeal  to  your  own  &  your  officers  Consciences 
ffho  without  all  Doubt  shall  agree  that  this  is  the  Certain  truth  of  the  Affair  We  say 
that  as  this  is  the  Certain  truth  so  we  Desire  yourself  to  Consider  with  what  a  great 
Surprize  we  of  our  Missive,  Dated  on  board  the  Harwich  March  30  (old  Stile)  have 
been  informed  you  only  &  intirely  lay  the  Fault  of  what  on  your  Side  has  been  Com- 
mitted, upon  us  &  the  Protected  French  Ship  as  if  we  &  the  said  French  Ship  had 
broken  the  Neutrality  which  you  intended  to  Continue  &  preserve. 
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We  are  Ready  to  beleive  &  Receive  the  Contestation  which  you  have  made 
upon  your  Honour,  in  Regard  to  the  Orders,  which  the  Captains  of  the  Detached 
Frigates  had  from  you  Concerning  the  Conduct  they  Should  observe  in  his  majestys 
Road,  but  if  such  your  orders  have  been  obey'd  by  the  Captains  so  as  to  be  agreeable 
to  your  intention  and  their  Duties  such  ought  you  to  have  enquired  nearer  into, 
before  you  blamed  us  for  breaking  the  Neutrality  and  Shewing  Partiality  in  Favour 
of  the  French. 

That  we  have  a  Right  to  admit  the  French  Ship  to  stay  in  our  with  us  &  to 
accord  the  Protection  in  his  Majesty's  high  Name  is  a  thing  made  out  &so  plain  that 
you  yourself  cannot  blame  it,  but  must  owe  it  to  be  just. 

And  when  now  your,  into  our  Road  Detached  Frigates  [Especialy  one]  not  only 
went  nearer  to  the  French  Ship  than  any  one  would  do,  who  has  nothing  Suspecious 
nor  any  hostility  in  mind,  observing  all  good  &  Usual  Sea  Customs,  but  also  begun 
to  Canonade  So  Shap  th[at]  the  Balls  went  over  the  Ship,  Castle  and  Town,  what 
was  then  to  ba  done  from  both  than  to  pay  you  in  your  own  Coin,  &  to  withstand 
Violence  with  Force  as  much  as  could  be  done  at  such  a  time  when  we  expected  no 
hostility  from  any  body  but  lived  in  Peace  &  good  Understanding  with  all. 

If  the  Captains  of  the  Two  Frigates  for  to  Cover  their  Misdemeanour,  will  make 
Use  of  a  Couple  of  Canon  Shott  [which  the  French  Ship  Fired  before  they]  &  preten'd 
that  the  Same  was  fired  upon  them  as  the  begining  of  the  Battle  which  soon  followed 
so  answers  the  French  Captain  who  is  now  Present  with  us  that  it  was  done  to  no 
other  Purpose  than  to  give  a  Signal  to  that  that  Sailed  to  the. 

That  the  Same  should  lay  at  so  some  Distance  from  him  that  he  may  be  Secured 
from  being  Suddenly  over  run. 

This  prudence  which  the  French  Captain  Used  Can  no  body  Call  Unreasonable 
who  will  but  a  Little  Consider  the  present  Circumstances  he  was  in  &  this  was  not 
intended  to.  offend  the  Frigate  the  manner  of  Fireing  itself  will  Shew,  &  we  are 
Perswaded  that  you  yourself  would  not  have  done  otherwise  than  what  he  did  if  you 
had  been  in  his  Stead. 

We  have  said  above  that  we  can  &  shall  Shew  &  prove  by  Undoubted  Whitnesses 
[siVjthat  we  have  here  asserted  and  as  the  Examination  of  this  Affair  is  appointed  to 
be  to  morrow  in  the  Afternoon  at  2  0  Clock  before  a  Setting  Justice  in  the  Castle,  So 
we  invite  you  to  meet  us  either  yourself  or  any  body  else  whom  you  shall  Please  to 
appoint  &  give  Power  to  act  on  your  Side  &  who  Understands  any  of  those  Languages 
known  to  us  as  Danish,  High  German,  Dutch,  or  Suedish,  that  he  may  be  Present  by 
the  Examination  &  Ask  &  try  the  Whitnesses  as  much  as  he  shall  think  Proper  & 
our  Friendship  can  admit  off,  a  greater  impartiality  we  cannot  Shew  nor  can  any 
body  Desire  of  us,  but  in  Case  of  Absenting,  yourself  at  the  Appointed  Time  we  will 
for  all  that  proceed  with  the  Examination  as  th[ere]  now  is  the  Contestable  truth 
that  neither  we  nor  the  Fre[nch]  Ship  but  you  or  your  Detached  Frigates  have  Acted 
against  the  Neutrality  &  broke  the  same  in  a  most  blamable  manner  Consequently 
you  ought  to  make  good  for  the  Affront  and  inconveniances  which  is  already  followed 
&  for  the  future  may  Follow. 

So  is  it  also  very  Surprising  that  above  the  aforementioned  Misdemeanour 
against  the  Neutratily  of  the  Town  &  Road  you  sill  [sic]  have  added  another  Injury  to 
his  majesty's  Shoar  Right  When  you  have  made  yourself  Masters  of  the  Protected  Ship 
Since  it  was  Driven  on  Shoar  just  under  the  Castle  &  deserted  by  the  Crew  as  a 
Wrack  &  taken  out  &  Still  do  take  out  all  what  you  will  &  can  carry  away  &  accord- 
ing to  all  Appearances  it  Seems  you  intend  at  last  to  Set  fire  to  it  Though  as  a  Stranded 
Ship  it  Ipso  Facto  belonging  to  his  Majesty. 

And  all  this  Yet  not  Enough  but  Still  you  demand  &  desire  of  us  whatever  the, 
French  Ships  Crew  have  Saved  &  brought  along  with  them  when  they  in  the  Night 
time  retired  from  the  Ship. 

Against  all  such  yours  &  your  inferior  Officers  Actions  &  behaviour  we  are 
Obliged  in  the  Name  of.  our  most  Gracious  King,  &  his  Majesty's  Octroyerede  Danish 
Asiatick  Company  in  the  most  Solemn  Manner  to  Protest  with  a  reservation  of  the 
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benifit  of  suoh  a  Satisfaction  as  According  to  Justice  &  Equity  Can  &  must  follow  to 
an  Equivalent  for  Damage  &  Expences  to  a  well  Deserved  Punishment  for  the  Guilty, 
.&  to  an  Example  &  terrour  for  others,  We  Remain

I  am  very  sorry  to  Acquaint  your  of  the  Misfortune  of  my  being  taken  by 
Angria  in  the  HoSble  Companys  Ship  the  Princess  Augusta  I  having  lost  my  Passage 
from  Bencoolen  to  Madrass  occasioiid  by  a  Current  which  set  me  full  Six  Degrees  to 
the  Westward  of  Account  I  saild  from  Bencoolen  Augst.  27th.  and  had  a  good  Passage 
to  the  Line,  but  there  meeting  with  Calms  and  the  Sun  in  our  Zenith,  and  a  Strong 
Sely  Curr'.  that  I  could  not  get  an  Observation  for  Several  Days  the  Current 
Continually  keeping  me  under  the  Sun  on  the  27th.  Septembr.  having  made  the  usual 
and  proper  "Meridian  Distance  West  for  making  Zeolon  found  the  Current  had  set  me 
as  far  to  the  Westward  by  making  the  High  Land  of  Cape  Comerin  which  I  took  for 
Zeloan  being  very  hazey  all  Day  in  the  Evning  clearing  up  found  my  Error  when  by 
my  Ace',  was  in  the  Latitude  of  8d.  30  N°,  or  thereab'.  I  stood  to  the  Eastward  in 
Order  to  Clear  Zeleon  but  the  Winds  hanging  so  far  to  the  S°.  ward  &  the  Cut*. 
Setting  up  into  the  Bay  could  not  fetch  any  farther  to  the  S°.  ward  then  Negumbo 
were  I  came  to  an  Anchor  the  30th.  September  &  Rode  a  very  hard  Roadstead  the 
Winds  being  continually  at  SW  :  and  S°.  On  the  2d.  Day  of  October  the  Wind 
came  to  West  with  which  I  weighd  and  Anchord  the  same  Night  a  little  to  the 
S°.  ward  of  Columbo  when  the  Wind  Shifting  to  the  S°.  ward  and  Blowing  very  hard 
for  three  Days  occasiond  my  giving  over  all  hopes  of  getting  round  the  Island 
accordingly  I  weigh'd  the  5th.  October  and  run  into  Columbo,  this  being  as  particular 
an  Account  as  I  can  give  not  having  my  Journal)  from  whence  I  sent  the  Companys  • 
Packet  and  Letters  to  Madrass  in  the  Dutch  Companys  Packet,  by  way  of  Negapatam 
with  advice  of  my  Intention  to  proceed  to  Anjengo  in  Novembr.  I  thinking  the  Ship 
might  be  of  Service  to  the  Company  there  accordingly  I  sailed  from  Columbo  the  8th. 
Novr.  or  thereabouts  and  Arrived  at  Anjengo  the  18th.  &  on  the  13th.  December  or 
thereabouts  received  a  Letter  from  the  HoSble  Nich".  Morse  Esqr.  &ca.  Council  of 
Madrass  with  orders  to  proceed  to  Tellicherry  to  join  the  fleet  in  Order  to  come  to 
Bombay  to  refit  the  Ship  she  wanting  several  repairs  accordingly  on  the  20th. 
I  received  my  Dispatches  with  the  HoSble  Company's  Packet  from  Mr.  Richard 
Bourchier  Esqr.  and  on  the  24th.  a  working  up  the  Coast  being  off  of  Cochin  in  about 
16  Fathom  Water  when  at  6  O'Clock  in  the  morning  descryed  Angrias  Fleet 
consisting  of  Six  Grabs  and  eight  Gallwatts,  I  imeadiately  Tacked  and  stood  in  shore 
but  having  little  wind  the  fleet  came  up  with  me  about  7  O'Clock.  Then  ^  Judgment 
was  about  4  Miles  from  the  Ships  in  Cochin  Road  When  they  kept  a  continual  fireing 
upon  me  under  Our  Stern.     We  made  as  much  use  of  our  Guns  as  we  could  they 
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being  but[of  little  Service^to  us  not  having  any  Stern  Chase  except  two  Guns  we  got 
into  the  Round  House  for  that  Purpose  a  European  and  a  Lascar  being  wounded  on 
the  Poop  at  the  Small  Arms  of  which  We  had  but  Seven  disbeartned  the  rest  of  the 
people  that  I  could  get  no  body  to  asist  me  and  my  Officers  at  the  (runs  Our  Mizon 
Mast  was  shot  away  Main  Yard,  and  the  Topsail  Ties  and  Pore  Geers  that  I  could  not 
manage  the  Ship  to  bring  the  Broadsides  to  bear  upon  themT  Our  Sails  was  Intirely 
Shot  from  the  Yards  and  the  people  crying  to  me  to  desist  firing  The  People  of  the 
Grabs]  calling  to  them  in  Moors  they  would  cut  every  soul  to  Peices  &  we  being  but 
few  myself  two*Mates  One  Gunner  three  Europeans,  One  of  the  latter  being  left  sick 
at  Anjengo  so  that  I  had  but  Six  People  that  I  could  trust  to.  Nay  one  of  my  People 
fired  a  Loaded  Pisstol  at  me  as  I  was  on  the  Quarter  Deck  but  fortunately  missing 
me  the  Ball  went  into  the  Bulk  head  of  the  round  house,  upon  which  1  consulted  my 
Officers  and  found  it  would  be  Needless  Our  Tiring  any  longer  accordingly  they 
Boarded  us  at  half  past  nine  took  the  ship  in  Toa  and  sent  me  on  board  one  of  the 
Grabs  which  had  One  hundred  Sixty  Men  two  Nine  four  Six  &  eight  four  Pounders 
mounted,  I  dont  doubt  but  the  others  was  of  the  same  force,  We  Arrived  at  Ezrook 
or  Gereah  the  19th.  January  What  he  designs  to  do  with  us  I  know  not  but  that  he 
uses  us  very  ill  farther  my  Mate  Informs  me  that  after  I  went  from  the  Ship  they 
receivd  more  insolence  from  our  Christian  Helmsmen  and  Lascars  they  being 
continually  Drunk  with  Arrack  which  I  bought  at  Columbo  about  eight  Leagers  This 
comes  by  an  Old  Moorman  that  tells  me  he  came  from  Bombay  in  a  Small  Gallivat 
Loaden  with  Salt.  I  beg  your  Honr.  to  excuse  the  Illness  of  my  writing  being 
Obligd.  to  Write  upon  my  Knee  and  with  great  Secrecy  I  direct  this  Letter  to  George 
Dudley  Esqr.  least  this  Angria  should  find  it  out  &  seeing  it  Directed  to  the  Govr.  & 
Council  might  produce  ill  consequences  I  have  no  more  to  add  but  that
